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DETAILS: 
I. PERSONAL HISTORY AND BACKGROUND 
Birth 


During'an interview of DOMINIC JOSEPH BLASI 
on March 15, 1949, BLASI stated that he was born in 
Chicago on September 9, 1911. 


Marital Status 


On December 18, 1946, BLASI was arrested in 
connection with gambling activities in the Dallas, Texas, 
area at which time it was ascertained that he was married 
to MILDRED FANELLI of Chicago. 


Mrs, CONSTANCE BLASI of 1138 Park Avenue, River 
Forest, Illinois, was interviewed under suitable pretext 
by SA RALPH R. HILL on April 2, 1963, at which time she 
advised that she is the wife of DOMINIC JOSEPH BLASI. 


Residence Address l | 
DOMINIC BLASI advised SA HILL during an interview 


on May 31, 1961, that he resides at 1138 North Park Avenue 
in River Forest, Illinois. 


The then Chief of Detectives of the Chicago 
Police Department, ANDREW AITKEN advised in 1952 that as 
of that time DOMINIC BLASI was residing at 1138 West Taylor 
Street in Chicago. l 


The current residence of BLASI is located in one 
of Chicago's most fashionable suburbs and is described ` 
as & two story brick home which very obviously appears to 
have undergone extensive remodeiing during the past few 
years. Based upon the known valuations of the surrounding 
residences it is estimated that his residence would be 
worth in the neighborhood of $50,000. 


Océupation 


During an interview of BLASI in March, 1949, he 
advised that he was employed as a street paver by the City 
of Chicago at 13th and Vell Avenue and hag been employed 
in that capacity for the past ten years.

BLASI also stated during the above interview 
that he was part owner of the Harrison-Kedzie Realty 
Company, 3204 Harrison Street, Chicago.

through April, 1963, that BLASI is associated with 
practically every known member of the Chicago criminal 
organization headed by SAMUEL M. GIANCANA, This informant 
Stated, however, that in addition to the above and including 
other. members of the Chicago criminal organization, the 
following individuals are considered BLASI's closest 
associates: 


SAMUEL GIANCANA 


CG T-1 advised that on various dates during 1962 
and 1963, that GIANCANA is the undisputed head of organized 
crime in. the Chicago area, In this capacity it is necessary 
for GIANCANA to make extensive trips outside of the confines 
of Chicago, and dur ing these trips the infórma&t advised 
that BLASI is designated as the individual to be contacted 
for messages and other matters of importance relating to 
the Chicago criminal organization,  BLASI is therefore 
in contact on a daily basis with the hierachy of the GIANCANA 


group. 


CG T-À sud: CG T-3 advised on varióus dates from 
1961 through 1963 that GIANCANA considers DOMINIC BLASI 
as one of his very few confidants and individuals with 
whom GIANCANA places any trust. BLASI is therefore probably 
the only individual in the Chicago area who is avare at 
all times of GIANCANA's whereabouts.

CG T-2 advised in March, 1963, that SIMONELLI 
is a brother-in-law of ANTHONY J. ACCARDO , former chief 
ef the Chicago criminal element. SIMONELLI has for many 
years been engaged in gambling operations for the Chicago’ 
criminal group. 
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ca T=1 has advised on various dates from 
February through April, 1963, that during those periods 
where BLASI is: inactive because of health or other 
reasons, SIMONELLI acts as BLASI's standin pertaining 
to his association with SAMUEL GIANCANA, CG T-1 stated 
that SIMONELLI and BLASI are generally considered as 
very close friends. 


JOHN MATASSA

JOBN MATASSA is a former Chicago Police Department 
detective having worked for many years with the Narcotics 
Büreau of that department. He was retired in 1960 from 
that department on a disability. At ‘the present time MATASSA 
is a business agent for Local 726 of the Intérnational 
Brotherhood of Teansters im Chicago, 


co ToL Bas advised ón vàrious dates fróm 1961 
thróugh 1963 that MATASSA is a close associate of BLASI 
and of SAMUEL GIANCANA, He has acted in the past as a 
part time. chauffeur and bodyguard. for GIANCANA and for 
BLASI. . l 


cs T-3 advised that MATASSA enjoys the same 
pósition on & lesser scale as does BLASI in the inner 
circles of the GIANCANA organization.

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3 Criminal Activities 


The following pertsins to efforts of the 
Chicago criminal group to infiltrate the Dallas, Texas, 
area and bring that area under the control of the Chicago 
gambling element in 1946: 


ed One PAT: MANNING, true name PATRICK MANNO 
of River Forest, Illinois, during that period was the 
alleged right hand màn and partner of ANTHONY ACCARDO in the 
policy and numbers rackets in the Chicago area, In 
November, 1946, MANNING made a trip to Dallas, Texas, and 
together with one ROMEO JACK NAPPI and DOMINIC "BUTCH" 
BLASI, attempted to bribe the then sheriff elect STEVE 
GUTHRIE of Dallas, Texas. PAUL ROLAND JONES who had. 
resided in the Dallas, Texas, area for about five years 
was the guiding light for the Chicago group in these 
conferences with Sheriff GUTHRIE. On December 18, 1946, 
JONES, NAPPI and BLASI were arrested by the. Dallas Police 
Department in connection with this bribery. According 
to information received PAUL JONES had entered into . 
negotiations with Sheriff Elect GUTHRIE and Detective 
GEORGE BUTLER of the Dallas Police Department Vice 
Squad for the operation of gambling activities in the 
Dallas area. GUTHRIE and other law enforcement officials 
made recordings of all conferences held with JONES, NAPPI, 
BLASI and MANNING. These negotiations culminated in the 
arrest of December 18, 1946, 


By letter dated April 21, 1949, the 
Milwaukee Office advised of the following information 
relative to matter captioned "DOMINIC JOSEPH BLASI; 
ANTHONY JAMES SPERNA; MIKE SPERNA; BR", On the evening 
of March 15, 1949, the above captioned individuals were 
arrested by the Sheriff's Office in Mauston, Wisconsin, 
aud at the time of their arrest search of the automobile 
in which these individuals were driving reflected that 
in the locked trunk of this car was a black gladstone 
Suitcase containiag. five loaded pistols and one machine 


gun, 


DOMINIC JOSEPH BLASI of 1138 Taylor Street, 
ANTHONY JAMES SPERNA, 918 Garibaldi Place, and MIKE SPERNA of 
1020 West Taylor, all Chicago, were arrested at 11:00 PM, 
March 15, 1949, by the sheriff's office in possession of a

E All of the individuals arrested denied 
any t or ownership of these guns. 


During an investigation of the case 
entitled "UNKNOWN SUBJECTS (5); River Forest State Bank, 
River Forest, Illinois, March 17, 1955; BANK ROBBERY", 

& witness picked & photograph of "DOMINIC BLASI as béing 
possibly identical with one of the subjects in this bank 
robbery, On March 23 1955, DOMINIC BLASI was interviewed 
by SAs and' "PRANCIS J. STEFANAK at which 
time BLASI furssighed the following information: 


He stated that he was currently the co-owner 
of a tavern, "Jim's Corner", 2858 West Roosevelt Road, Chicago, 
telephone NEvad2 8-9637 and ’ NEvada 8-9677. BLASI said he 
could 8 be reached at the tavern address. 


BLASI advised that he and his partner, 
whom he declined to name, had paid $4,000 for the tavern 
in May or June, 1954, and expected to sell it in the near 
future fór- $6, 500, He stated they had each taken approximately 
$100 per week as salary and hac placed the balance of 
profits in a bank. BLASI said the tavern was a profitable 
business but has all colored trade, and he is anxious ` to sell, 


BLASI said he intendéd to book horses at the 
various Chicago race tracks during the 1955 racing season. 
He claimed to be able to make between $7,000 and $8,000 
booking horses during the season and would in addition 
receive-a bonus and other unnamed considerations at the 
completion of the season. 
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» BLAST advised that he currently resides in 
Oak Park, Illinois, with his wife and three children. He 
declined to furnish bis home address or phone number, He 
added that he was not at this time engaged im any criminal 
activities and would be available at any time for "showup". 


It. is noted that the above statement was made 
by BLAST in connection with the line of questioning used 
during this interview which concerned & recent holdup of a 
Milwaukee grocery store which resulted in the apprehension 
of MEE. MESSINA, an associate of BLAST. 


LU BLASI stated that there is a parber Shop 
located. at 1074 West Polk Street, which is operated by one 
PHILIP BRIATTA (phonetic) and which is used as a hangout 
for politicians, including JOHN D'ARCO, ist Ward Alderman 
and hoodlum. 


BLASI advised that on one occasion mamy 
years ago, he perpetrated an armed robbery out of Chicago. 
When be returned from this job, he was called on the carpet 
Since the individual he had robbéd had "Chicago" connections 
with the "syndicate", He said in his case he was permitted 
to keep the money he had obtained, however, he had heard of 
ether similar casés where the money had been returned to 
the vie tim. BLASI then added, "I have other bosses over 
me and I'm not t referring to my wife. " 


IV. LEGITIMATE ACTIVITIES 


Reference is made to interview conducted 
with BLASI. in 1955 wherein he related that at that time 
he was the co-owner of the tavern known as "Jim's Corner, 
2858 West Roosevelt Road, Chicago. : 


Reference is also made ie. the fact that 
in 1949 BLASI was part owner of the Kedgie-Harrison Realty 
Company in Chicago. l 


DOMINIC BLASI advised SA JOHN R. BASSETT. 
im April, 1962, that as of that time he was the executive 
vice president of the Eden Land and Building Company ` 
located at 9808 Eden Avenue in Schiller Park, Illinois. 

He described this company as one which engages im the 
development of real estate property and in the building of 
commercial type buildings and residential buildings, 
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; 5 Clerk, Corporation Section, 
Secretary of State, Springfield, Illinois, advised on 


March 28, 1963, that his office does not reveal a récord 
of corporate charter for the Eden Land and Building Corporation 
in. Ponie Park, Illinois, 5 


C468 T-1 advised in February, 1963, that 

BLASI was attempting to dispose of his interest in the 

Eden Land and Building Company and was negotiating with 

some unknown individuals in an attempt to sell this interest 

which amounted to approximately $150,000, One of BLASI's 

partners in this enterprise and who holds & minor interest 

therein, according to this informant, is FRANK V. PANTALEO. 
ALEO is a long time associate of members of the Chicago 

criminal group, is a reputed owner of a night club known 

as "Pepe's at Mannheim Road in Franklin Park, Illinois, and 

is the president of the Pantaleo. Construction Company , 

and as of 1960 was a partner with JOHN LARDINO in a trucking 

firm located in Franklin Park, Illinois. 


CG T-3 advised in April, 1961, that 
DOMINIC BLASI was the reputed owner of an establishment 
known as the Amber Lite Lounge located at 5534 West l 
Cermak Road in Cicero, Illinois. The Ambér Lite Lounge 
was at that time a known Sect ng place of GIANCANA and 
his organization, 


l ca T-1, ca T-2, iud ca T-3 advised on 
various dates from 1961 through 1963, that DOMINIC BLASI 
is the controlling factor in the operation of the Armory 
Lounge, 7427 West Roosevelt Road, Forest Park, Illinois, 
which is described as a small restaurant and cocktail 
lounge which, -according to these informants, is utilized 
on an infrequent basis as a moeting place of some of the 
more prominent members of the 8 criminal group. 


CG Tel advised im March, 1963, that 
BLASI has recently undergone an attack of coronary 
thrombosis which necessitated a two week hospitalization 
in an unknown hospital. This informant advised in April, 
1963, BLASI apparently has recovered from this attack; 
however, he is concerned about his heart condition now

keys, a flashlight, five pistols and revolvers and one machine gun. A a 
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listing of all property and clothing found in these suitcases and shopping 
bag was obtained from CURRAN, These items are not being set out here 

since they do not appear to bear any significance to instant case, although

The following_information is a summary of the 
material furnished by and is being furnished 
to the Bureau for information: 


The amount of material furnished in the initial 
interview : dividual has been voluminous and 
indicates] [is extremely knowledgeable in the 
field of crimina ntelligence. Chicago recognizes that 
mere volume does not,necessarily indicate accuracy nor

It will undoubtedly be recognized that much of 
the information, particularly the organization of organized 
crime in Chicago, is of a nature that could be common 
knowledge on the part of individuals associating with the 
criminal element in Chicago. ‘The Chicago Division is 
constantly alert to this fact in the development of 
potential informants and is also aware of the fact that 


e informant 
has identified many members of the 


"family" in Chicago's organized crime, and speaks of their 
method of being taken into the "family" or "made." The 
informant also speaks of terminology in his discussion of 
the "family" which precludes the use of the term "Cosa 
Nostra" substituting for it terms such as "The Life," "In 
the Life," "Outfit," "The People," "Camora" (phonetic), 
“Siciliano” and “Mafia.” 


Verification and analysis of the informant's 
information, particularly with reference to members of 
the "family" is difficult to obtain. The acceptance of 
the Informant s information in this area would largely 
depend upon the overall acceptance of the informant as 
totally reliable. At this juncture in the informant's 
development this etatement is not being made. Every effort 
in the near future is directed toward establishing this 
reliability or proving the informant unreliable. 


At the moment the informant has been told to 
Stay away from his old established criminal associates, 


many of whom re directly connected with the "family" in

It is to be noted that absolutely no promises have 
been made to this informant, however, the interviewing Agents 
are capitalizing on what is in the informant's mind regarding 
some mitigating action on his behalf without committing 
anyone to such action. The informant has expressed a 
secondary motive, that being, that he has seen organized 
crime grow to the point where it is vicious, powerful and a 
threat to the United States Government, and feels he is in 
a poSition to contribute information which might help the 
Government in it’s fight against organized crime, 


It is the belief of the interviewing Agents that 
the first motive on the part of the informant is undoubtedly 
the strongest, It is difficult to believe that an individual 
such as , who has lived a life as he has, could 
turn informant for purely altruistic reasons, however, he 
did make the above statement and it is therefore being 
reported. 


HISTORICAL DEVELOPMENT OF ORGANIZED 
CRIME PICTURE IN CHICAGO DIVISION g 


|. The informant advised that prior to TONY LOMBARDO 
and AL CAPONE's arrival in Chicago the UnioneSiciliano was 
"boss" of organized crime in the Chicago area. He advised 
that Unions Siciliano is synonymous with the term "Mafia." 
He advised that individuals associated with this faction 
were strictly Italian Sicilians, who specialized in extortion, 
prostitution and narcotics. The old members of Unione 
Siciliano were referred to as "mustachios." 


He advised that (FNU) MERRELLO headed the Unione 
Siciliano prior to LOMBARDO and CAPONE'S arrival on the scene. 
He advised that MERRELLO died about 1930 in Chicago. The 
informant advised that MERRELLO's son is in the real estate 
business in Chicago and was a;State Representative out of the 
44th Ward, Chicago. Although MERRELLO's father dictated to 
organized crime, his son has never been known to be connected 
with subsequent criminal organizations.  MERRELLO prospered 
on alcohol during the early prohibition days and controlled 
all of the action regarding the old "bláck hand letters." 


After MERRELLO died TONY LOMBARDO was brought from 
New York City to take over MERRELLO's place. The reason for 
this move was that the two GENNA brothers, SAM GENNA and (FNU) 
GENNA were trying to take over the Unione Siciliano, A deep 
cleavage existed in Chicago between the GENNA brothers and 
the Italians who controlled the north side of Chicago. 


The informant advised that TONY LOMBARDO was sent 
by the "old man" out of New York City who got orders directly 
from Italy to make peace in Chicago. TONY “LOMBARDO was sent 
to accomplish this purpose and allied himself with JOHNNY 
TORRIO, 


The informant advised that this selection brought 
about the beginning of the end for the Unione Siciliano as 
TONY LOMBARDO was a "Camora" man. A "Cámora" man being an 
Italian from the north of Italy and not from Sicily.

He stated that the "Camora" as opposed to "Mafia" 
was originally an organization set up in Italy to protect 
the land owners and nobility, whereas the "Mafia" was set up 
originally to protect the people or peasants in a section 
which included the area south of Naples and including Sicily. 
Both the "Camora" and "Mafia" existed separately until about 
this time when they joined forces. However, "Camora" indivi- 
duals handled only other criminal phases not under the 
control of the "Mafia." The "Mafia" traditionally handled 
prostitution and narcotics and although forces were joined, 
the Sicilians or "Mafia" members continued with these. 
specialitides. 


Eventually TONY LOMBARDO was killed by three men 
from New York City, one of whom was FRANK YALE. YALE was 
brought to Chicago for this murder by the north side 
faction who wanted greater representation in the new Chicago 
"outfit." The informant advised that YALE was subsequently 
killed on the Brooklyn Bridge in New York City and his two 
henchmen also silenced. He advised that (FNU) SCALICE and 
(FNU) ALLESMA (phonetic) "got the rap for it." 


After LOMBARDO was killed the UnioneSiciliano lost 
all of its remaining power, LOMBARDO being its last powerful, 
leader. 


ay the same time JOHNNY TORRIO was shot an ct cago, 
however, was not killed. According to the informant he had 
plenty of. money and wanted to get out of organized crime. — 


AL CAPONE was already on the Chicago séene, having 
been imported by TORRIO and JIM "BIG JIM" jCOLISIMO; also on 
the Chicago scene were several gther New York imports and 
members of the old "Five Cornen Mob" from New York City, 
gamely TONY "MOPS" FOLTI (phonetic) and LOUIE . "LITTLE NEW YORK" . 
CAMPAGNA. 
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THE AL CAPONE ERA 


» AL CAPONE gained complete control of organized crime in| 
the Chicago Division after JOHNNIE TORRIO relinquished his position 
of prominence. Informant advised that AL CAPONE was not a Sicilian 
but was a "Camora man". Informant advised that with CAPONE's 
ascending to power thé UnioneSiciliano, although still in existence, 
was virtually powerless and with it the words Mafia and Siciliano|. . 
lost their significance and organized crime became known as "The pffe". 
He advised that with CAPONE "The Life" was still composed entirely 
of Italian people, however, no longer was it needed to be of Sicilian 
extraction to rise to power. 


The informant advised that from this time forward the 
following names were associated with the organized crime picture 
in Chicago: "The Life", "The Family", "The People", and "One of Our 
Own". He advised that he had never heard the term Cosa Nostra 
referred to in the Chicago &rea. He advised that "The Family" or 
“The Life" consisted of one entity or family centering around. AL 
CAPONE in this ers. 


The informant advised that membership in "The Life" is 
always accompanied by initiation. This initiation always takes place 
at & banquet which is privately held. l 


He advised that an individual that is to be "made" is 
actually sponsored by one or more friends who are alre&dy in "The 
Life". The candidate has usually been brought to the attention of 
his sponsors through successful criminal activity, usually weie 
working for one of the sponsors. 


About a month before an individual is to be "made" he is 
told where and what time the sponsor and the sponsor's associates | 
will pick him up. 


The informant cited a recent situation when in 1956, FIFI 
. BUCCIERI and WILLIE “POTATOES” DADDANO sponsored JOSEPH DE GAUL" | 
. FERRIOLA and JOE "PINEAPPLES" ELDORADO, wherein ELDORADO and FERRIOLA 
. were taken into "The Life" at a banquet held in Chicago. Informant. | 
advised that at the banquet the candidate swears to an oath of 
secrecy and from that time on no outsider, including his wife, mother, 
brother and sister, can ever come before his colleagues &t "The Li fe", 


These individuals come before any other matters, He advised that the 
idea of all for one and one for all is firmly implanted in the mind 
of the candidate. 


The new candidate thereafter takes direct orders from his 

Sponsor and his sponsor's partners who were in "The Life". Any 

grievance the new candidate may have at a later time can be brought 
to the attention of his sponsor who can carry it further if it cannot 

be settled by the sponsor and his group. By carrying it further, 
the informant says that it can be brought to the attention of the 
"menbers of the committee" who head "The Family”. 


Às an example, should ELDORADO or FERRIOLA, aS mentioned 
above, have a problem or a grievance that cannot be handled by 
BUCCIERIÍ, BUCCIERI will speak for them to the members of the committee 


He advised that the committee is composed of five or six 
men members with one member being in control. He advised that this 
committee has the overall jurisdiction of all bosses and lieutenants MN 
down the line.

He advised that with reference to the committee there is 
aiso a group of top advisors who are generally individuais who are 
not Italian but who are consistent producers for the Italian element. 
Many of these individuals are réWVe€red by the Italian element because 
of their specific specialties such as gambling, numbers, financial l 
matters, etc. He advised that these top associates are strong people 
who carry a considerable amount of weight and influence although they 
are not in "The Family" or "The Life" and nevér can attain this position 
because of the fact that they are not Italian, Their coünss 1 18 sought. 
and in many instances although they cannot issue orders the ir will is 
accepted by the Italian element and their programs placed into effect. 
He advised they. in many irs tances are as powerful or more powerful 
than the bosses or Lieutenants who report to the committee. (The 
current committee setup will be discussed further later on in.this 
communication). l 


PERIOD FROM CAPONE TO GIANCANA 


Informant advised that after CAPONE's death FRANK NITTI 
took over AS leader of "The Family" with LOUIE “Little New York" 
CAMPAGNA as his chief Lieutenant. 


informant stated that FRANK NITTI was married to the 
daughter of DOC RONGO, named ANN RONGO, having one child t her. He 


said that NITTI "caught his wife cheating" in Flo d rere 
her. His divorced wife later married one of the 25 SN 14 


= 10 = 


FRANK CHESROW of this family is presently the Presidént of the 

Chicago Sanitary District. FRANK NITTI later married an Italian 
girl name not recalled, who was then the secretary of WILLIAM | 
JOHNSTON who now owns Spórtsman' S Park Race Track, Cicero, Illinois. 


NITTI subsequently committed suicide and the informant | 
states that he learned from Doc RONGO that NITTI had cancer and knew | 
it. The informant stated that Doc RONGO, during his period of 
acquaintance with him, lived on Cabrini Street in Chicago. The 
informant stated that he was very friendly with FRANK NITTI and 
described him as the enforcer, second in command under CAPONE and 
&lso described him as the collector. In this connect ion he stated 
that NITTI took care of the New York end of the funds being split at 
that time by Chicago and New York. He further described NITTI as a 
"go between" with the New York and Chicago outfits. 


After FRANK NITTI'S suicide, LOUIE "Little New York" 

CAMPAGNA took over for several months. He advised that this is 
contrary to common belief. Most people felt that PAUL "The Waiter" 
RICCA followed NITTI as head of "The Family". However, RONGO ] 
and others during that period advised the informant that actually 
CAMPAGNA bad taken over. CAMPAGNA S re gi, however, lasted only |a 
few months when CAMPAGNA died. With CAMPAGNA out of the picture 
PAUL "The Waiter” RICCA assumed position of "head of the Family". 
He advised that PAUL "The Waiter" RICCA remained in control until 
his federal deportation proceedings at which time TONY ACCARDO bécame 
head of She Family", remaining until he too got into trouble. with. the 
Federal Government in income tax matters, and cleared the way for  .. 
SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA to assume the position of head of "The Family" 

which he now holds. He advised that although ACCARDO and RICCA no 

longer bead "The Family" their influence is tremendous and they ar 
part of the committee. 


SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA AND 
THE COMMITTEE 


The informant advised that at the time that ACCARDO _ 

Stepped down from his position of leadership, SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA 

and SAM (TEETS) BATTAGLIA were considered to replace ACCARDO. He 

advised that most of the members in "The Life" felt that BATTAGLIA 
was actually stronger at that time and were amazed that GIANCANA. 

was chosen. While GIANCANA is boisterous, BATTAGLIA is quiet and 

ruthless and for this reason most of the members in "The Life" felt 

that BATTAGLIA would be chosen, 


The informant advised that the committee set up. presently 
consisted of fivé members. The committee is headed by SAMUEL MOE u 
GIANCANA and his associates, JACK CERONE, FIFI BUCCIERI, SAM (TESTS) 
BATTAGLIA &nd ANTHONY ACCARDO. He advised that all of the afore- „„ 
mentioned individuals are Italian and, of course, in "The Life". EM 


The informant advised that acting in an advisory capacity "A 
to the committee is PAUL "The Waiter" RICCA who never quite regained | NN 
his position of authority due to his pendiug e eee, 


Also act ing in an advisory capacity is MURRAY "The Camel" 
HUMPHREYS who represents the non-Italian top Associates of "The 
Family". He advised these non-Italian associates of stature are RÁLPH E 
PIERCE, GUS ALEX, LESLIE KRUSE and LEONARD PATRICK and. EDDIE VOGEL! _ 


Also acting as an advisor to the committee is BUSTER WORTMAN . 
who advises on all matters pertaining to the criminal activity in 
East St. Louis, Illinois and Henderson, Kentucky. 


The informant advised that ROSS PRIO is an exceptionally 
influential individual in "The Family". The informant advised he 
has heard from various sources that he is also on the committee. 
However, he has also heard information to contradict PRIO's presence 
on the committee and therefore advised he, is not sure of PRIO's 
actual position of leadership in "The Family" other than he is an 
extremely powerful individual. He advised tihat the committee at 
present is heavily weighted with Siciliano members advising that with 
the exception of FIFI BUCCIERI and PAUL RICCA who are Camora, 
the rest are Sicilian. 


Informant advised that SAMUEL MOE GIANCANA was "made" 
.before his being sent to the ponitentiary. Headvised he was one of 
AL CAPONE's associates and by the time GIANCANA got out of the 
"42°Gang” he was "made" or brought into the outfit. He advised 
further that MARSHALL CAIFANO and SAM (TRETS) BATTAGLIA, who also 
were members of the "42 Gang", were "made" years ago, shortly after 
GIANCANA was brought into "the life". 


Informant advised that FIFI BUCCIERI years ago worked for 
MARSHALL CAIFANO's brother. He advised that CAIFANO's brother was 
eventually ki led but not before he sponsored FIFI BUCCIERI. He 
advised that FIFI BUCCIERI witimately became extremely close to 
MOE GIANCANA and actually was à partner in many of MOF GIANCANA's 
ventures. He advised that TONY ACCARDO and SAM (TEE S) BATTAGLIA

were both "made" in the days of AL CAPONE. 


He advised with reference to JACK CERONE that CERONE was 
"made" in the early 1940's and was given a district on Crawford 
Avenue with an office on Crawford Avenue near Washington in a saloon, 
He advised that in this period JACK CERONE and JOE "JOE GAGS" GAGLIANO, 
were extremely close associates. Informant advised that CERONE was 
actually sponsored by TONY ACCARDO and PAUL RICCA. 


With reference to the non-Italian associates, the informant 
advised that MURRAY HUMPHREYS is the spokesman for these individuals. 
Many of them are concerned with gambling, union matters and legal 
matters. These individuals are chosen and gain positions of prominence 
by virtue of their political connection as well as for proving them- 
selves in an acceptional manner in "outside" business. 


Although these individuals become bosses, they can never 
be sworn into "The Life". 


informant advised that these top associates are generally 
called to attend the banquet where new members are taken into "The 
Life", however, the top associates are called in several hours after 
the candidates are made and are not present during the ceremony. 


The informant estimates that there are approximately 150 . 

Italians in "The Life" in Chicago whereas there are thousands in 
New York City. He advised that New York City uses "button men" and 
the soldier system, which includes many more members plus the fact 
that there is more than one family in New York each with their "button 
men and individual soldier system". The word Caporegime, the informant 
explained, is used interchangeably with Don. He advised that this 
term is seldom used in the Chicago area and if used refers to a head 
of a section of a town or an overseer. The informant advised that the 
term "button men" is used only in New York City and is not a common 
term in Chicago. He advised the term "soldiers" is not common to 

.Chicago but if it were it would refer to the individuals who would 
work directly beneath the Don or Capo who boss a district. He 
advised the term mustachios refers to olc-time Sicilians who were 
generally kill crazy and handled every problem with a killing. He 
advised not only is this term dying out but also the individuals to 
which it applied. He advised today "The Family" members are more 
suave and have abandoned the old fashioned ideas. 


“ORGANIZATIONAL SETUP IN CI TEACO AN

FRANK BUCHERIA, not to be confused with FRANK BUCCIERI, 
brother of FIFI BUCCIERI, controls the Rockford area. He advised 
that BUCHERIA got in through his father-in-law and two other indi- 
viduals in 1958.

DON” sometimes referred to as the “OLD MAN” whose name 
the informant could not then recall, was killed due to his 
opposition to TONY ACCARDO and after his death ROSS PRIO 
and TONY PINELLI took over the cheese company.

PRIO also has interest in several gas stations 
and parking lots, one being located at State and Walton. ,. 
He said that CEASER DE VARCO and PRIO also have a financial, 
interest in a juke box and cigarette vending outfit. 
Informant stated that both of these individuals also have 
an interest in the Walton Club, located An the night club 
area of Chicago. 


CHARLES "CHUCK" «IGOLETTI 


Informant related that CHUCK -^NZCOLETTI had half- 
interest in Blackies Restaurant located on Polk and 
Dearborn, several years ago. He advised that this business 
is now defunct and «NI COLETTI spends most of his time on the 
west, side of Chicago. Informant further stated that 

iNXCOLETTI has a large interest im one of the bigger 
automobile agencies in the City of Chicago, the name of 
which he could not recall. 


GUS ALEX 


He stated that ALEX owns a piece of the St. Clair 
Hotel and is in partnership in considerable amount of.cattle . 
and farm land close to where his brother, SAM ALEX, lives, 
in Michigan. He advised that these fárm enterprises Are 
run by "sharecroppers" a Greek couple"and a German couple. 
Informant said further that ALEX has a piece ‘of the 
automobile agency operated by HI BRODKIN, brother of MIKE 
BRODKIN, notorious Chicago criminal attorney. He stated 
that this is a Ford agency located on Madison at about 
Ashland Avenue in Chicago. Be further stated that ALEX 
also has money invested in a bank with GEORGE BIEBER. He 
said that ALEX is extremely cloge to GEORGE BIEBER and MIKE 
BRODKIN of the law firm Bieber and Brodkin. 


CHARLES “CHUCK” ENGLISH 
SAM “BUTCH” ENGLISH —— 


He related that CHUCK and BUTH have their office 
on the west side of Damen mear Aueusta, ‘in the middle of the 
block. He stated that these individuals are primarily 
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engaged in bookmaking, however, they also own the Lormar’ 
Record Company and a gas station located on Cicero Avenue. 
He advised that they also have four or five pieces of 
property in Oak Park. which is titled under the name of 
CHARLES ENGLISH’s mother-in-law. 


DAVE YARAS | 


He stated that although this individual spends 
much of his time in Miami, Florida, he is still an active 
partner of LEONARD PATRICK and shares in the proceeds from 
gambling, particularly among Jewish enterprises on the 
north side. YARAS comes to Chicago frequently inasmuch as 
he has an interest in a laundry company, the A-1 Industrial 
Uniform Company located in Chicago. He advised that one 
of his sons manages this company while. the other operates . 
as a salesman for a foreign car distributor. 


He advised further that YARAS also owns a large 
apartment building which he purchased in about 1958 located 
on Pratt Boulevard in Skokie, Illinois. 


He related that YARAS and PATRICK also have an 
interest in a manufacturing company which is a small 
manufacturer of pinball machines and card machines. He 
stated that this firm is located om the south side of. 
Irving Park Road by a railroad viaduct, probably the E 
southwest corner of Damen and Irving Park Road: He advised 
that they have & small heavyset Jewish individual running 
the establishment, and that this. person was: originally ö 
. out of Philadelphia and was, an excellent. check passer years 
ago. =. LP, 


ROCCO DE STEFANO 


He further stated that ROCCO [DE STEFANO was’ l 
largely responsible for the building of the Sahara North 
Motel, for himself and other "outfit" interests. He said 
- that it was built with the expectation that gambling . 
would be prevalent at this motel, however, the tremendous 
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pressure on gambling in the Chicago area caused the : 
eventual bankruptcy of this enterprise. He advised however 
that DE STEFANO had gotten most of his money out while 

the motel was being build by floating a huge construction 
loan and putting in exaggerated bills for material, 


Informant stated that some of the other "outfit" 
interests in the Sahara were SAM GIANCANA and WILLIE 
“POTATOES” DADDANO, He stated that DE STEFANO has the 
reputation in the "outfit" of being a vey shrewd 
businessman who has had numerous money ventures in the 
past. He said that DE STEFANO formerly had a restaurant 
located on 55th Street, Chicago, serving) Italian cuisine. 
In addition, he had seme taverns in operation on Wabash 
Avenue. 


GEORGE COLLUCCI 


 GEORGE OOLLUCCI, who operates a tobacco wholesale 
company, amongst other things, according to the informant 
operates numerous bookmaking ͤ»', is the Chicago 
area. He indicated that COLLUCGI's strength with the "outfit" 
is his political influence, 


The informant related that COLUCCI e owns a 
restaurant and bar known as the White Bear, located about 
gix miles north of Niles, Illinois, on Milwaukee Avenue, 
Which is operated for him by his brother. 


IRWIN WEINER 


IRWIN WEINER, Chicago bondsman, attorney, and 
associate of members of organized crime, according to the 
informant was strictly a bondéman. until FELIX. "MILWAUKEE 

. PELL” ALDERISIO, Chicago top hoodlum, became interested 
in WEINER, Informant stated that ALDERJSIO was "made". 
and has been in the "life" since 1956, 
ünaware whether ALDERISIO muscled his way into WEINER's | Lu 
legitimate operations or whether they came together mutually. 
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He pointed out that ALDERISIO and WEINER cooperated in 
the operation of Twin Foods Products Company, South 
Wentworth Street, Chicago, with LEO RUGENDORF, ALBERT 
“OBBIE” FRABOTTA, MARSHAL CATFANO and SAM "TEETS" BATTAGLIA. 
At about the same time or subsequently ALDERISIO, WEINER 
and the others went into the "6 for 5" or juice business. 


Informant related that WEINER and ALDERISIO set 
up a proposed insurance company for the teamsters which 
was to handle part of the health and welfare fund, 
Árrangements for this insurance company had been approved 
through WEINER's efforts with (PNU) GIBBONS, & teamster 
official from St. Louis. However, ‘when JAMES HOFFA, 
teamster president, heard that WEI NER was connected with 
ALDERISIO he quashed the whole deal. For some reason, not 
known to the informant, HOFFA does not want any part of 
PHIL ALDERISIO. 


In connection with (FNU) GIBBONS, teamsters 
official, St. Louis, Missouri, informant advised that 
GIBBONS was at one time a fence who purchase a lot of

He recalls that in regard to rearranging territories that 
the GALLO brothers of the GALLO family An New Yórk were to 
be given a piece of Brooklyn, New York, profits.

“Informant stated that at ‘about bs 
time of this meeting, LITTLE AUGIE. PAISANO Was be img given 
the rap for the ANASTASIA killing in New york, which dated 
back to the time that PAISANO had a piece GE K DS gambling 
interests im Cuba. AGcording to the “informant, PAISANO 
bad „ hé had nothing to do with the 
death of ANASTASIA in New York, 
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By way of background informant explained that 
when CASTRO took over Cuba there was an arrangement with 
members of organized crime to leave their hotels alone 
so that gambling could be conducted by American criminal 
interests. ANASTASIA had & part of this gambling interest

Informant advised that he learned through 
— following information which he believes to be 
mely accurate in connection with the captioned theft 
of $1,000,000 in jewels from the Pick-Congress Hotel, which 
jewels were the property of Winston Jewelry Company, New York. 


He advised that 
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The informant stated that he is well acquainted with 
the operations of one LOUIE "GLAISHE" ARNOLD, Chicago jewel thief. 
He stated that ARNOLD is a big craps game habitue who frequents 
the Black Angus Restaurant in Chicago. He stated that ARNOLD 
generally sets up his jewel. scores or house prowls by frequenting 
Fritzels Restaurant, State and Lake Streets, Chicago, the 
Koven Club and the Standard Club which are frequented generally 
by wealthy individuals and their wives who would have jewelry or 
furs. When ARNOLD observes the "score" leaving these places 
he obtains the license plate from their car and thereafter from 
the license plate their address. Based on this information he 
then visits the area of the home and plans the score. 


The informant stated further that ARNOLD fences the 
majority of his stolen merchandise through IRVING HORNSTHN:, well 
known Chicago jewel fence. The most recent "score" made by ARNOLD 
to the knowledge of the informant was about 18 months ago when he 
made a jewelry salesman and obtained a large quantity of heavy 


gold charm bracelets which he thereafter fenced, through IRVING HORNSTEIN, 
He stated .that when fencing merchandise to HORNSTEIN, ARNOLD usually l 
meets HOFNSTEIN: at a pre-arranged motel-hotel room where the 

jewelry is displayed to HOENSTEIN. HORNSTEIN will then take the 
merchandise with him or will take it to another placé where he leaves 
it. HOEZNSTEIN will not pay the agreed amount on the date he receives: 
the stolen merchandise but will pay on the following day. 


Additional information. concerning ARNOLD is that his 
wife died 5. to 6 years ago and he resides ‘in the north section 
of Chicago with his mother. 


JAMES MARTIN 


JAMES MARTIN according to the informant is one of the 
better Chicago burglars and jewel thieves but of recent years 
specifically, the last two years,he is engaged in some legitimate 
business of his own. He indicated that MARTIN does not go on 
jewelry scores any more but spends a large amount of his time 
with SAM LEWIS, Chicago juice operator who formerly was a member of 
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the Parr Finance Company, another juice operation. The informant 
indicated that SAM LEWIS was "made" and has been in the d 
for many years. 


He stated that SAM LEWIS almost daily plays cards in a 
cigar store located at 1133 West Grand Avenue and spends some of 
his time at P. Jacks Restaurant across the street from this store 
on Grand Avenue. 


Narcotics Trade 


Informant advised that the narcotics trade in New York 

City was carried on for many years by individuals of Jewish 
extraction and that although "outfit" money was invested 

members of organized crime were not actually engaged in this 
illicit operation. He stated that the "Mafia" took over 

control at the time that the top individual of Jewish extraction 
in New York was killed in a poker game. This was approximately 
.30 years ago. He stated that the "Mafia™s" interest in narcotics 
‘which they receive from European countries is only in the large 
wholesale end of it and that for instance in Chicago the sale 

in other than large quantities is E out in the 
Negro areas of Chicago. 


Fight for Control Within Chicago Outfit About 1954-1955 - 


Informant advised that in 1954-1955 a situation evolved | 
in Chicago among the leaders of organized crime. “The Don" or 

the "old man" who resided on West Grand Avenue east of Noble. ‘Street 
and who owned a grocery store on the south sidé of Grand Avenue 
decided that he wanted to obtain control of organized crime in the 
Chicago area. "The Don" was displeased with the operation of the 
"outfit" under ANTHONY ACCARDO and decided to have ACCARDO killed. 


NICK DE JOHN one of "The Don" men was then residing in 
San Francisco. “The Don" ordered DE JOHN to return to Chicago and 
with the aid of some individuals from Chicago Heights and Kansas 
City they were to kill ACCARDO. Another individual who was-one of 
"Tha Don's” associates was ROSS PRIO. In addition (FNU) NEGLÍA 
was associated with "The Don". NICK DE JOHN would not return 
to Chicago to carry out "The Don's” orders and was killed in 
San Francisco by orders of "The Don". NEGLIA during the course 
of the struggle was panned in a barber chair through the orders 
of "The Don".

ACCARDO and his associates learned of the revolt against 
their regime and & series of approximately 12 killings in a 
short period ensued. These killings aborted’ the overthrow 
movement of "The Don" and his associates and "The Don" himself 
was thereafter killed. "The Don" according to the informant 
controlled many legitimate businesses but the only one that he 
could recall was a cheese business in upper Wisconsin. 


Among *he associates of "The Don" at that time were . 
JOE CAESAR DEVARCO, DOMINIC DI BELLA, DOMINIC- |NUCCIO'and DOMINIC 
BRANCATO. Others were ANTHONY PIXZLLI and JIM |DE GEORGE. 

The informant has been unable to recall the name of "The Don" 

to date. 


LESLIE KRUSE. 


Informant advised that LESLIE KRUSE: is directly 
responsible to MURRAY HUMPHREYS and is under such individuals 
as GUS ALEX and RALPH PIERCE. KRUSE according to the 
informant, is in charge of gambling operations: in the Chicago 
area under HUMPHREYS. | 


The informant advised that ANSANI was "made" many years 
ago and is a direct partner of JOE AIUPPA, Aka., Joe O'Brien. The 
informant described ANSANI as a "head man" for the "outfit". 


JOSEPH LA BARBERA 


Informant advised regarding LA BARBERA that he does not 
believe that LA BARBERA 3 3 j ' witt 
tbe "outfit" in the C ) He stated in act that because 
of a recent encounter v à LÀ 'ARBERA ho feels that LÀ BARBERA 

is flat broke and not a member of the "family". 


He stated that recently within the past month the informant 
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informant explained that LA BARBERA had the reputation 
of having been a tough individual years ago when he was in Buffalo, 
New York, but he got "jammed up" and was chased out of Buffalo. 
He went to New York where he settled near 106th Street but within 
3 weeks he was chased out of that area and came to Chicago. When 
he arrived in Chicago he hung around the criminal element and 
finally bought a restaurant at Clark and Fullerton Streets where 
he had as apartner known only to tbe informant as New York TONY 
who is now involved in narcotics traffic. Informant indicated 
that all of the information he is able to obtain in connection 
with LA BARBERA indicates that he is broke and not a person of 
any repute in the Chicago area. 


Attempts to Verify Informant's Information 


As has been pointed out earlier Chicago Division recognizes 
that much of the information furnished by this informant is 
historical in nature and could be available to the informant 
from general conversations inasmuch as he has jn involved 
with the criminal element in Chicago for ever wears and not 
necessarily from direct contact. 


From an overall standpoint with reference to the general 
information particularly the spheres of influence of various. 
hoodlums discussed in this communication the informant's information 
is accurate. The people generally fit into the places in organized 
crime which are known to the Chicago Division from prior intelligence 
information.

SECTION I 
Background 


Chicago T-2 advised in July of 1965, that BUTCH 
BLASI had purchased & new refigerator specifically for the 
purpose of refrigerating over 100 boxes of cigars, which 
had been received by BLASI from friends and associates of 
SAM GIANCANA, which were to be delivered by BLASI to 
GIANCANA in the County Jail, during GIANCANA's incarceration. 


Chicago T-4 advised ín July, 1965, that BLASI 
had agreed with DORIS FANELLI, the owner of the Armory 
Lounge, to help her with the operation of the lounge. It 
was learned that following the incarceration of GIANCANA, 
FANELLI had been experiencing financial difficulty and 
requested BLASI to help her with the operation of the 
restaurant. Since the acceptance of this responsibility 
by BLASI, business at the lounge has increased perceptively, 
and according to Chicago T-1, the restaurant does a “landslide 
business every Friday and Saturday night." 


Chicago T-1 advised during early September that 
BLASI was observed leaving the Armory Lounge on one evening 
in the company of CHUCK ENGLISH and an individual who the 
informant believed to be identical to ANTHONY ACCARDO. 
Although not observed personally by the informant, the car 
belonging to CHUCK NICOLETTI was observed parked outside 
of the Armory Lounge during the period that the previously 
mentioned persons were known to be inside. 


SECTION II 


Legitimate Business 


During July of 1965, both Chicago T-2 and 

Chicago T-3 furnished information indicating that BLASI 
had opened up a new golf driving range in Joliet, Illinois. 
This range is located on Route 66 just north of Joliet. 
According to Chicago T-3, BLASI intends to eventually open 
& restaurant and bar in connection with this driving range; 
however, no date has been set for the opening of these 
facilities. l

Chicago T-2 advised that in connection with the 
physical stocking of golf equipment for the golf driving 
range, that BLASI obtained approximately 15 sets of Ryder 
Cup Golf Clubs through FELIX ALDERISIO. 


Chicago T-2 further advised during July, 1965, 
that BLASI is also operating the Villa Venice Restaurant. 
According to the informant, the restaurant is no longer 
open for individual dining for the public; however, it can 
be rented for large parties and banquets. Recently, several 
large "hoodlum-type"parties have been held at the Villa 
Venice.

At about 3:30 PM, October 1, 1965, Special Agents 
and DUNCAN J. EVERETTE entered 
Maggio!s Steak House at 7635 West Roosevelt Road, Forest 
Park, Illinois, for the purpose of interviewing DONALD MAGGIO. 
. DONALD MAGGIO greeted the agents at the door and then escorted 
them to a table in the dining room area which overlooks the 
bar. Immediately upon entering, the agents observed DOMINIC 
JOSEPH "BUTCH" BLASI and TARQUIN QUEENIE SIMONELLI sitting in 
& corner of the bar at which time SIMONELLI greeted the agents 
with a wave. DONALD MAGGIO related to SA EVERETTE that he 
desired to discuss his gambling arrest; however, at this time, 
MAGGIO appeared to be very busy handling routine matters at 
the bar. 


Shortly after the agents were seated, QUEENIE 
SIMONELLI approached the table where the agents were sitting, 
at which time DONALD MAGGIO purposely bumped into SIMONELLI 
and whispered in his ear, at which point SIMONELLI replied 
"I know they're with the FBI." SIMONELLI greeted the agents 
and asked who they were looking for. When the agents replied 
that they were not looking for anyone in particular, SIMONELLI 
stated "Don't you have any more subpoenas to serve?" SIMONELLI 
then insisted that the agents taste some Italian sausage and 
meatball hors doeuvres which had just been received by SIMONELLI. 
The agents tasted the hors doeuvres, at which point DOMINIC 
JOSEPH BLASI and DONALD MAGGIO joined in with SIMONELLI and 
the agents discussing Italian food. 


SIMONELLI and BLASI then inquired as to the well- 
being of SA RALPH HILL, asking whether he enjoyed being 
stationed in Miami, Florida. BLASI then related that both he 
and SIMONELLI were in Miami, Florida last winter; however, they 
did not observe SA HILL, They then related that they frequently 
observed SA HILL when he was in the Chicago area, and had 
entered into conversation with HILL on several occasions while 
he was investigating SAM GIANCANA,  SIMONELLI related that on 
one occasion when SA HILL approached him he, SIMONELLI, denied 
his identity as well as his knowing the whereabouts of BUTCH 
BLASI. SIMONELLI thought during this interview by HILL that 
HILL did not know his identity; however, upon HILL's departure, 
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he related L'"&e'dlllüelseéeingiyoa) QUEENIE! SIMONELLI then 
related that HILL was a "sharp agent" and he had a great 
deal of respect for him. 


SIMONELLI then departed Maggio’s Steak House, 
and during his departure DONALD MAGGIO requested to speak 
with SA EVERETTE in another section of the Steak House. 


SA ‘then requested BLASI to contact SA 
HILL upon his next visit to the Miami, Florida area, as 
Mr. HILL enjoyed talking with BLASI, at which point BLASI 
jokingly stated that he would telephone SA HILL upon his 
next visit to Miami and merely say over the phone "HILL, 
this is HUITCH, I. am in Miami. Good-bye.” BLASI then related 
that he does not mind talking to FBI agents, although he 
would not furnish any information. He advised that he would 
like to contact SA HILL in Miami, and have coffee or lunch 
and "shoot the breeze." BLASI then stated "Oh, I couldn't 
do that, what would happen if someone seen us together?" At 
which time SA [eal related that if he was in fear of 
contacting SA and being seen with him, arrangements could 
be made, or if BLASI desired, he could take someone with him 
in meeting SA HILL.

I then inquired as to the whereabouts 
of CHARLES ENGLISH as many of the agents enjoy engaging in 
conversation with ENGLISH, at which point BLASI stated that 
ENGLISH '"was & good guy, but he isgping to get in trouble 
some day because he likes to talk too much, ‘and: you know 
what happens to people that'talk too much.” 
sa| —  ]tnen related that MURRAY HUMPHREYS was 
an interesting conversationalist and an interesting person to b6 
. talk to, at which point BLASI agreed, stating that HUMPHREYS NI 
"is & wonderful man and very intelligent, but is getting too old." 


SA[ — | then asked BLASI if he had heard from 
PHYLLIS MC GUIRE, and BLASI related that PHYLLIS MC GUIRE 
frequently calls him and is concerned with the well-being of 
SAMj GIANCAN A. He advised that PHYLLIS MC GUIRE is presently 
appearing at a club in Nevada together with her three sisters. 
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He related that PHYLLIS MC GUIRE last all of her single 
engagements during the summer of 1965, and that she had 
been scheduled to appear as a single and summer stock 

theatre. He advised that all of her single engagements. 


were cancelled because of the bad publicity she received 
suring the Federal Grand Jury proceedings [ 555] 
BLASI again stated that he enjoyed conversing 
with the agents and held no animosity toward the agents 
and their investigations, as they have a job to do as well 
as he has a job to do. He invited the agents to come to 
the Armory Lounge for further conversations, stating that 
the agents were now welcome at the Armory Lounge and the 
only one who previously objected to the agents visiting the 
Armory Lounge was SAM GIANCANA, He advised that GIANCANA, 


in the past, had always treated the agents very rudely and 
frequently used obscenities toward the agents, at which 
point BLASI stated "We all know and realize that this was 
his biggest mistake and was probably the reason he was now 
in jail." BLASI related that he and others realize tht 

if the agents "had not been wearing & badge, they would have 
knocked GIANCANA's head off because of his foul language." 


BLASI related that you have to know GIANCANA to 
understand him, and stated that he, BLASI, has known him 
all his life and grew up with hin, and knows he has a vicious 
uncontrollable temper.

BLASI then commented that he had nothing but respect 
for FBI agents, stating that he had on many occasions in the 
past, bribed police officers; however, he would never entertain 
any thoughts of ever attempting to bribe any FBI agents, because 
he and others realize that any attempts made would be 
prosecutive. 
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BLASI then related that organized gambling is 
not in itself a bad thing, at which point sf mM 
related that the violence that goes along with organized 
gambling is bad.  BLASI related that he and others realize 
that violence is bad and then also feel that it is unnecessary; 
that an individual can make money in gambling without 
resulting in violence. He advised that WILLY MESSINO, 
and "beating peoples heads“ is very bad, and is not needed 
in the "juice racket," He advised that he did not intend 
to intimate that WILLY MESSINO had actually done this beating, 
but only meant to say that he is charged with the beating.. 
BLASI continued that the victims. in the "juice rackets" 
were fools and they knew what they were getting into, and 
therefore should avoid "juice." He stated that the "juice" 
compares with the victim of a con-game, explaining that the 
victim actually has largeny in his heart in the first place.

and asked SA why EVERETTE and DONALD MAGGIO were 
having Such a lengthly conversation, at which point SA 

[-— I iepliod that. SA EVERETTE is talking to MAGGIO about 
his recent gambling arrest in Skokie, Illinois. 


BLASI stated that he féels that the FBI agents 
conduct themselves in an excellent manner during their 
investigations, and the only thing he objects to would be 
any embarrassment to his family and children. SA 
then related that to his knowledge the majority o e 
persons involved in organized crime do not desire to have 
their children follow in their footsteps, at which point 
BLASI.related "this is very true, that everyone wants to 
divorce their children from any activities that their fathers 
may particip2te in." He advised.that crime reporter SANDY 
SMITH is the only onehe knows of that prints material which 
is extremely embarrassing to the individuals wife and family. 
BLASI referred to SANDY SMITH in great contempt and revealed 
that none of his friends have any respect and nothing but 
contempt for SANDY SMITH. 
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At this point DONALD MAGGIO returned with SA 
EVERETTE to the table, and BLASI and MAGGIO deserted 
Maggios Steak House and bid farewell to the agents in 
a very cordial manner.

He advised that SAM FARUGGIA operates Leyden Acceptance 
Corporation and is a close friend of WILLIE MESSINO. The PC 
stated that Doctor IACULLO is close to FARUGGIA and is always 
hanging out at the Leyden Acceptance Corporation office. The PC 
believes IACULLO is the "Doc" who was on the recent hunting trip 
by FIORE BUCCIERI and 15 others to Wyoming. 


The PC advised that NICK PALERMO is a bigger hoodlum than 
most people think he is. He said that a number of hoodlums meet 
at his plumbing shop during the morning hours from about 9:00 to 
11:00. He said that around noon these hoodlums can be found at the 
Country Side Restaurant on North Avenue in Melrose Park. 


The PC stated that he has been in JAMES "TURK" TORELLO's 
car and bas heard the Bureau cars going ten seven and ten eight on 
a radio in TORELLO's car.  TORELLO told the PC that he also has 
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some sort of a device that will let him know if a Bureau car 
gets real close to him.
